LONDON, Jan. 12 (AP)—The 
important Security Council of the 


United Nations Organization, in- 
vested with the power to invoke 
armed force for preservation of 
the peace, was formed today by 
the General Assembly, which de- 
feated Soviet efforts to postpone 
election of six non-permanent 
members. 

In a series of secret ballots the 
assembly elected Australia, Bra- 
zil and Poland to two-year terms 
on the i1l-member council, and 
named The Netherlands, Egypt 
and Mexico to one-year terms. 
The five major powers The 

Inited States, Britain, the Soviet 
Union, France and China—are the 
permanent members. 

There were indications the full 
Security Council would meet 
early next week to arrange a 
meeting of chiefs of staff of the 
five major powers, and instruct 
them to draw up quotas of armed 
forces. Britain has been pressing 
for immediate organization of air, 
Sea and land services which will 
provide the teeth in the U.N.O. 
peace preservation power. 

Economic Council Election. 

The assembly also elected 17 
members to the Economic and 
Social Council. They are Chile, 
China, Norway, the United King- 
dom, Peru, the Soviet Union, the 
United States, Canada, Lebanon, 
Colombia, France, India, Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, the Ukrainian Re- 
public, Cuba and Greece. 


New Zealand and Yugoslavia. 


were tied for the final place, and 
voting to resolve the deadlock was 
deferred until Monday. 

The Economic and Social Coun- 
cil is a main body of the U.N.O. 
and has authority to investigate 
economic and social conditions 
throughout the world and recom- 
mend action. It also is permitted 
to make recommendations “for the 
purpose of promoting respect for 
and observance of human rights 
and fundamental freedoms for 
all.” It is expected to play a large 
part in the maintenance of peace 
and security under the United 
Nations charter. 

(It was announced in Washing- 
ton that John G, Winant, Ambas- 
sador to London, had been desig- 
nated as the United States repre- 
sentative at the organization meet- 
ings of the Economic and Social 
Council. The meetings will be 
held during or immediately after 
the U.N.O. assembly sessions. Wi- 
* mant will continue to serve as Am- 
bassador.) 

Looking ahead to next week, the 
delegates turned their attention to 
important resolutions, including 
one on control of atomic energy. 
A sub-committee will meet to de- 
cide at what stage these motions 
will be raised. 

Byrnes Opposes Delay. 

The Soviet move for postpone- 
ment of the vote on the Security 
Council was opposed by United 
States Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes, who said it would set a 
precedent that might cripple the 
assembly’s work. British Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin also op- 
posed the delay, telling the dele- 
gates to “put an end to lobbying 
and get on with the vote.” 

Prime Minister Peter Fraser of 
New Zealand supported the So- 
viet proposal in a speech in which 
he virtually demanded a place for 
Australia on the council as a rep-

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INSIDE STORY OF ALCOA’S 


SURRENDER TO SYMINGTON 


Two Borrowed Young Lawyers Dug Up ‘the 
Real Dirt,’ Gave Him One of 3 Weapons 
With Which He Broke Patent Monopoly.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—An 
empire toppled this week, and 
the sound was no more than that 
of a pinch of talcum powder fall- 
ing on a snowdrift. The Alu- 
minum Co. of America, which has 
monopolized the aluminum indus- 
try ever since there has been an 
aluminum industry, surrendered 
its patents and made way for a 
vigorous up-and-coming competi- 
tor, the Reynolds Metals Co. 

The giant killer who, after long 
years, brought the aluminum com- 
pany (Alcoa) to bay, was W. 
Stuart Symington, former St. 
Louis manufacturer, now Surplus 
Property Administrator. Syming- 
ton will not talk for publication 
about the negotiations which led 
to Alcoa’s descent from the pin- 
nacle. From others who had 
something to do with the deal at 
one stage or another it is pos- 
sible to piece together the behind- 


the-scenes account of how Alcoa 
ee converted. 

The story begins last fall, when 
Symington got boiling mad at an 
Alcoa attack on what was then 
the Surplus Property Board, of 
which he was chairman. The 
third-act climax was Symington’s 
blast at Alcoa, reported in the 
Post-Dispatch last Sunday. After 
that things started to happen— 
and fast. 

The denouement came Thurs- 
day night, when Symington and a 
group of Alcoa representatives, at 
a largely attended press confer- 
ence, publicly buried the hatchet. 
Symington spoke piously about 
what. a noble, patriotic thing Alcoa 
had done, and the Alcoa people 
laid garlands at his feet, calling 
him a persuasive agent of the peo- 
ple who was a “good purchasing 
agent of the government.” All 
that was lacking were a few pot- 
ted palms and an organ in the

FOOD SHORTAGES 
IN CITY THIS WEEK 
LIKELY IN STRIKES 


Many Grocers’ Shelves 
and Meat Cases Nearly 
Bare — C, of C. Assails 
Picketing. 


With much of St. Louis’s busi- 
ness and industry crippled or para- 
lyzed by the week-long strike of 
1500 truck drivers, the city faces 
a serious shortage of staple food- 
stuffs and meats this week unless 
the drivers’ strike is settled to- 
morrow and a threatened strike of 
meat packing industry employes 
Wednesday is averted. 

While the AFL Teamsters and 
Chauffeurs’ Union voted yesterday 
to ease slightly the drug distribu- 
tion tie-up by allowing one truck 


to make emergency deliveries of 
supplies to wholesale firms, the St. 
Louis Chamber of Commerce vig- 
orously protested against “illegal 
picketing” by the union and urged

Grocers’ Stocks Diminishing. 


Many retail yrocers reported 
their shelves were virtually stripped 
yesterday by a surge of house- 
wives doing more than their usual 
Saturday marketing. Most mreat 
cases were empty long before clos- 
ing time. 

Cut off from wholesale supplies 
of staple items, normally delivered 
by the striking drivers, the retail 
grocers pointed out they have no 
way of replenishing stocks. With 
the city now dependent on local 
packing firms for meat, the sup- 
ply is totally inadequate and even 
this will be stopped if packing 
house workers leave their jobs. 

Hope that the drivers’ strike 
can be settled tomorrow was ex- 
pressed by William Ryan, presi- 
dent of the union, in announcing 
another meeting with drayage 
firm operators at 10 a.m. The 
union is seeking an 18-cent hourly 
wage increase and a reduction in 
the work-week from 48 to 40 
hours. 

Firms Considering Closing. 

Four large wholesale mercantile 
firms, unable to receive stocks 
and ship out retailers’ orders, 
threaten to close down early this 
week. They are Ely & Walker, 
Rice-Stix, J. C. Penny and Butler 
Brothers. 

At least two large pharmaceuti- 
cal manufacturing firms, William 
Warner Co. and Lambert Phar- 
macal Co., are considering sus- 
pension of operations because of 
inability to receive raw materials,

Foot Soldiers Get Roaring Tribute 


Victory Parade 


NEW YORK, Jan. 12 (AP) — 
Throngs of New Yorkers, packed 
for four mfles along Fifth Avenue, 


roared tribute today to the na- 
tion’s foot soldier as 13,000 men 
paraded through a blinding paper 
blizzard celebrating America’s 
World War II victory. 

Tall, slender, 38-year-old Maj. 
Gen. James M. Gavin, youngest 
division commander in the Army, 
led the march in which his famed 
Eighty-second Airborne Division 
had the place of honor. 

Inthe division are 274 Mis- 
sourians, most of them veterans 
of fighting in France, Belgium and 
Germany. 

Many New York policemen — 
there were 8000 on duty along the 
avenue—said they could not recall 
an ovation to equal the one given 


the veterans. The parade was 
dedicated in Gavin's words “to all 


the guys who walked through the 
mud—the slogging G.I.” 

On display in the greatest 
parade since 1919, when Gen. John 
J. Pershing led the First Division 
up the same avenue, were tanks, 
artillery, vehicles and samples of 
most of the combat equipment 
with which the Axis nations were 
crushed. In the air were fighter 
planes and transport-towed gliders 
with which the Allies spearheaded 
their invasion of Hitler’s Euro- 
pean fortress, 

Behind Gavin, who said he had 
“walked all over the damned 
earth,” were the colors of the 
United States, Great’ Britain, 
Soviet Russia and France. Gavin 
strode briskly up the avenue with 
eyes front except when he saluted 
Gov.

Union Electric Co. of Missouri

of about $1,200,000 a year, or 11 
per cent. 

Acceptance of the wage raise 
by the membership of Local 1439 
of the AFL International Brother- 
hood of Electrical Workers, meet- 


ing Friday night, averted a strike 
of this group of 1200 workers in 
the distribution system. Such a 
strike would have resulted in a 
virtual shutdown of operations, 
had members of the other unions 
refused to cross picket lines. 


The wage increase will be fig- 
ured in operating costs and thus 
will have an indirect bearing on 
electric rates to consumers, Op- 
erating costs are a major factor 
in determining fair return on in- 
vested capital J. VV, McAfee, 
president of the company, told the 
Post-Dispatch, in response to in- 
guiry, that there was no thought 
of an electric rate increase, but 
that the wage raise might have 
a bearing on the company’s abil- 
ity to reduce electric rates here- 
after. ° 

For the union workers, the wage 
increase is retroactive to last Oct. 
5. Thus each one has more than 
$60 in back pay coming. In addi- 
tion, the agreement provided for 
a bonus, described as extra com- 
pensation for co-operation with 
management in 1945, of $85.

Alcoa Curbs to Be Eased Only 

After Monopoly Is Ended. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12 (AP)— 
The Department of Justice said 
yesterday it would wait until com- 
petitors captured some significant 
share of the aluminum market be- 
fore easing its monopoly curbs on 
the Aluminum Co. of America 
(Alcoa). 

The company has opened the 
door to competition by granting to 
RFC free use of its valuable alu- 
mina patents. This will enable 
the Reynolds Metals Co. to lease 
and reopen two big Government- 
owned aluminum plants in Arkan- 
Sas. 

Attorney General Tom C. Clark 
told a reporter that Alcoa” could 
renew its own efforts to acquire 
Government plants—which \the de 
partment has so far refused to al- 
low—but the Justice Department's 
decison would depend on whether 
Alcoa still dominated the coun- 
try’s aluminum sales,

paladin of the Fuehrer.” 

Presented to the court by Sir |

The attorney first re- 
marked that the cases against 
Fritz Sauckel and Ernst Kalten- 
brunner had been completed 
through “a wealth of damning 
evidence” regarding slave labor 
and the Reich central security of- 
fice and that no further proof of 
their guilt was required.

W. W. HORNER ELECTED 
CIVIL ENGINEERS HEAD 


Fifth St. Louisan to Become 
President of National 
Organization. 


W. W. Horner, consulting engi- 
neer and partner in the engineer- 
ing firm of Horner & Shifrin, with 
offices in the Shell building, has 
been elected president of the 
American om ggg of Civil Engi- 
neers for 1946. He is the fifth St. 
Louisan t@ hold that position. 

Announcement of Horner's elec- 
tion followed tabulation of results 
of a nation-wide mail ballot of 
the society’s membership. He will 
be installed at the society’s nine- 
ty-third annual meeting, which 
will open Wednesday in New York. 

William N. Carey, secretary and 
executive officer of the society, 
who announced Horner's election, 
said postwar engineering plans of 
the Federal Government and cur- 
rent municipal highway and traf- 
fic plans will be discussed at the 
four-day convention. 

Other Presidents From Here. 


Horner will be the seventy-sixth 
president of the society, which is 
the oldest of American engineer- 
ing groups. Its second president, 
in 1867, was James P. Kirkwood of 
St. Louis, who was known in en- 
gineering circles for his work in 
locating the Missouri Pacific rail- 
road tracks out of St. Louis. 

Another St. Louisan, Henry 
Fiad, was the society's sixteenth 
president in 1886. He was assist- 
ant chief engineer in the construc- 
tion of Eads Bridge and was one 
of the principal developers of For- 
est Park as a city park, having 
served as president of the city’s 
Board of Public Improvement. 

Robert Moore, who was sewer 
commissioner of St. Louis, was the 
thirty-second president of the so- 


ciety. He won considerable recog- 


nition as the chief engineer for 
the construction of Merchants 
Bridge, which was financed by 
merchants who objected to the 
monopoly held by Eads Bridge. 

The forty-second president of 
the society was John A. Ockerson, 
who organized the East Side levee 
district following the disastrous 
flood of 1903. 

City’s Chief Engineer 15 Years. 

Horner, a native of Columbia, 
Mo., was graduated from Wash- 
ington University. He was chief 
engineer for sewers and paving 
for the city from 1918 to 1933. His 
work included the extensive pro- 
gram of street widenings and 
‘openings, traffic aids and sewer 
work under the big 1923 bond is- 
sue. One of these jobs was the 
‘construction of the River des 
Peres Drainage Works, which 
eliminated a serious flood and 
sanitary menace. Later, as an en- 
gineering consultant for the city, 
he proposed and put through the 
idea of the Express Highway be- 
tween Vandeventer avenue and 
Skinker boulevard. He is consul- 
tant for the Municipal Airport 
Commission and has _ planned 
much of the development of Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field, as well as 
the proposed Columbia Bottoms 
airport. 

Municipal and sanitary engineer- 
ing, hydraulics and airport design 
are his specialties. He has been 
consultant for the Public Works 
Administration, Soil Conservation 
Service, Interstate Committee on 
the Red River of the North and 
National Resourcees Committee. 
He is chairman of the interde- 
partmental committee represent- 
ing numerous federal and state 
agencies interested in the Mera- 
mec river flood control problem.

Industrial development along

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Washington University 
Cannot Accept All G.Ls, 
Says Chancellor Compton 


Maintenance of Academic Standards and 
Physical Limitations Cited as Reasons for 
Restrictions; 900 Veterans Now Students |: 
Under ‘‘Bill of Rights’’ Provisions.

ASHINGTON UNIVERSITY now has 900 returned war veterans 
on its student rolls and expects to have 1500 next semester, 
They are good students, for the most 


part, older ard more serious than non-veteran students at the uni- 


versily. 

There is not, however, room 
either at Washington University 
er at other colleges and univer- 
sities in the nation for all the 
veterans who want to go to col- 
lege. The G.I. Bill of Rights has 
made practically every veteran a 
potential student, including many 
who otherwise would not attend 
college. The AMerican Council on 
Education has predicted that 
there will be 300,000 veterans on 
American campuses in February 
and 750,000 by next September. 

Other veterans will find their 
statutory “right” to a college edu- 
cation a hollow Congressional ges- 
ture. Washington University, like 
other institutions seeking to main- 
tain high academic standards, will 
pick the best potential students 
from the veterans who apply for 
admission. 

“We do not feel it our obligation 
to take every veteran as a stu- 
dent to the exclusion of non- 
veteran students,’ Chancellor Ar- 
thur H. Compton told this writer. 
“Rather, we will use the facilities 
we have to give the best educa- 
tion possible to the students, vet- 
erans and non-veterans, who can 
make the best use of it.” 

This policy does not mean that 
a large number of veterans will 
not take work at Washington Uni- 
versity. On the contrary, largely 
because of the enrollment of vet- 
erans. Chancellor Compton and 
university deans think it likely 
that university enrollment . will 
grow from its present level of 
7600, including 3700 day students 
and 3900 night students, to about 
9000. 


Limits Being Reached. 


Only about 4000 students will be 
allowed to work for degrees at 
Washington University, however, 
Chancellor Compton said. Another 
5000 will be taking non-degree 
work when the full tide of veter- 
ans is reached, he said. The 
medical school “for years” has lim- 
ited its enrollment to 600, the 
Chancellor pointed out. Limits 
get in the medical, fine arts and 
engineering schools already have 
been reached. There is still some 
room in other schools, although 
enrollment limits in all schools 
rapidly are being reached. 

Not only are limitations on en- 
rollment imposed by physical con- 
ditions, but Chancellor Compton 
has no intention of turning the 
university into a mere mass- 
production educational machine. 
He hopes the university will con- 
centrate on giving better educa- 
tional opportunities rather than 
simply more opportunities. The 
university, however, is expanding 
its facilities to meet the antici- 
pated increases in students. Night- 
achool faculty members are being 
recruited from the St. Louis com- 
munity outside the university; 
such teachers will serve at the 
university on a part-time basis 
to relieve the regular teaching 
staff of a part of its burden. 

The regular teaching staff also 
is being expanded, despite a short- 
age of housing in St. Louis for 
college professors as well as for 
others, including studentg. Some

tions, returned war veterans are 
becoming an increasingly signifi- 


‘cant portion of the student body 


at Washington University. Some- 
times they are finding themselves 
in conflict with traditional educa- 
methods Their maturity 
and their experience in the armed 
services have removed veterans 
from the usual patterns of college 
life. 


Young Men in a Hurry. 


Veterans as students are young 
men in a hurry. They are in- 
clined to be impatient of tradi- 
tional academic routines. They 
want an education fast, which will 
suit them for jobs. Many are 
mayried, some have children, and 
they need to begin earning in- 
comes, 

A considerable number already 
are working part-time to augment 
their benefits under the G.I. Bill 
of Rights. .As a group, they are 
not rich. 

When they first begin work as 
students, after their experience in 
the armed services, veterans are 
likely to be rusty in their aca- 
demic knowledge. They find it 
hard to get back to the habits 
of listening to lectures and read- 
ing that are necessary for good 
scholarship. Some are very rest- 
less, and about 15 per cent drop 
out without completing their 
work, which university officials 
say is a higher percentage than 
among non-veteran students. 

Oddly, one of the most serious 
psychological] handicaps of veter- 
ans as students is that they miss 
the Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
—oOr at least they miss the se- 
curity of life in the armed services 
and the esprit de corps that they 
knew as members of Company A 
or Battery D, or the feeling of 
comradeship they found as mem- 
bers of the crew of a destroyer. 

“We'd like to feel we were a 
part of something, that we belong 
to something big,” George Murray, 
student and commander of the 
American Legion post at the uni- 
versity, said. Several other vet- 
erans agreed. 

“The feeling of everybody 
around you is different than it 
was in the Army,” said one. 
“Everybody seems to be pulling 
in a different direction.” 


Minor Irritations. 


Membership in a college frater- 
nity did not give them this feel- 
ing of “belonging to something 
big” that they knew in the armed 
services, the veterans said, Neither 
did membership in the American 
Legion give them this feeling.

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Price bisa Points 
to Inflationary Pressures 
Which, He Believes, Must 
Be Resisted If Nation Is to 
Have Sustained Prosperity 


Instead of ‘Boom and Bust.’

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. 
HE next six months will write the eco- 
T nomic history of the United States for 
the next 10 years, Price Administrator 
Chester Bowles believes, 

Whether we shall have boom and bust, 
as after World War I, or a sustained pros- 
perity, which is within our grasp, is the 
question he is putting up to Congress and 
the country, 

“The next six months,” he told the 
Post-Dispatch, ‘‘will be the most critical of 
the reconversion period. We are now at 
the same crossroads we faced after the 
1918 armistice when we floundered into a 
boom and a collapse that delayed recon- 
version for years. 

“This time there are two big differences. 
People are more determined to avoid post- 
war inflation. But inflationary pressures 
are far greater. It is just a question of 
which of those two forces is going to win 
out. 

*‘Will we move ahead toward our main 
goal of expanded production, steady jobs 
and good farm markets? Or will we let 
inflation destroy jobs and markets and 
bankrupt farms and businesses as it did 
after the last war? Everyoné—the consum- 
er, the farmer, the business man and the 
worker—has a tremendous stake in this 
decision.’’ 


Price Administrator 
Gets Along With Congress. 


The OPA director, who is on top the in- 
flation situation 24 hours a day, has been 
preaching for months what President Tru- 
man said in his radio speech on Jan. 3—that 
“inflationary pressures now at work can 
bring an inflation and a crash that will be 
much more serious than 1920.” 

Truman regards Bowles as one of his 
most competent advisers and has backed him 
up in his control program. Although the 
President—like Bowles—said he was anxious 
to eliminate controls as rapidly as they could 
properly be lifted, he announced that he 
would ask Congress to renew the OPA before 
the expiration date, June 30. 

Bowles is-an easy person to talk to. He 
has a slight New England tang to his 
speech, modified by Choate School and Yale 
and a tendency to slur some words. Like 
the first OPA Administrator, rough-and- 
tumble Leon Henderson, he pulls no punches 
and gives direct answers. Like his imme- 
diate predecessor, former Senator Prentiss 
Brown of Michigan, he gets along with 
Congress and admits probable mistakes in 
individual cases. 

Instead of sitting at his desk durihg a 
discussion, he likes to lounge in an over- 
stuffed chair or sofa in a corner of his of- 
fice, where he can stretch his long legs, 
showing his scuffed up shoes. He talks 
earnestly, but he has a sense of wit and 
that lights up his long, whopper- 
jawed face. 

A former big-time advertising executive, 


he has something his predecessors lacked 


in the thankless job of stabilizing prices. 
He knows public opinion and he knows how 
to win the public’s support. Perhaps be- 
cause of this ability—and the fear of the 
country of a repetition of 1918-1921—a 
recent Gallup poll showed that 72 per cent

Try the Industrialists! 


“It is our inflexible purpose,” said Roosevelt, 
Churchill and Stalin in the Yalta Declaration 
of less than a year ago—‘It is our inflexible 
purpose to destroy German militarism and 
Nazism and to insure that Germany will never 
again be able to disturb the peace of the world.” 

The trials now in progress at Nuernberg are 
designed to make sure that the “inflexible pur- 
pose” of the wartime Big Three is carried out. 
Crushing defeat of German militarism in the 
war was only the beginning of the process. Nor 
will the task be accomplished until the roots of 
German militarism are exposed and are killed for 
all time. 

Those roots are both militaristic and economic. 
Since the manifestations of militarism can be 
rigidly controlled by determined Allied super- 
vision, the tenacious and readily hidden eco- 
nomic roots are today the more dangerous. 

Yet it is the “supreme scandal” of the Nuern- 
berg trials, to quote the phrase of Richard L. 
Stokes in a dispatch to this newspaper a month 
ago, that not one of the men whose machina- 
tions drove those roots deep into the soil of the 
German state is now on trial as a war-maker. 

Of their complicity in the great plot which 
launched the war, there can be no doubt. Said 
Henry H. Fowler, director of the Enemy Branch, 
Foreign Economic Administration, at a Senate 
hearing last June 26: 


Germany was in fact ruled by the Nazis in 
partnership with the German General Staff 
and the major industrialists. Any effective 
program of economic and industrial disar- 
mament which we and our allies undertake 
must take cognizance of this fact. 


Justice Jackson placed the _ industrialists 
among the war-makers in his brilliant statement 
of last June, and the Nuernberg indictment 
includes them in its general summary, but the 
tribunal did not follow through by bringing 
even one of their number to trial. 

At last a definite plan for lifting this scandal 
from the tribunal is in the making, Mr. Stokes 
reported Friday from Nuernberg. The plan is 
for another trial after the present one is over, 
the new arraignment to cover a group of the 
German industrial barons who are unrepre- 
sented in the prisoners’ dock at Nuernberg to- 
day. If the Americans and Russians alone wish 
to prosecute these economic war lords, so be it. 
The two powers have authority to proceed on 
their own if the British and French continue 
unwilling to co-operate. 

This procedure is vital to avoid a repetition 
of the fiasco of justice that followed World War 
I, and also to avoid a repetition of the renewed 
conspiracy that began at the same time. Said 
Mr. Fowler in the testimony cited above: 

All through the 1920s, the General Staff 
and the industrialists continued their efforts 
to organize and prepare the German eco- 
nomic and industrial system for World War 
II, They instituted and managed inflation; 
th@y arranged for foreign loans to Germany; 
they were able to make arrangements with 
the Allies so that reparations actually were 
used to promote their plans rather than to 
impede them, and they widened and 
strengthened the network of domestic and 
international cartel arrangements for the 
same purpose. 

German war plants were moved to other coun- 
tries. All over the world, including the United 
States, cartel arrangements were made. that 
handicapped potential future enemies in the pro- 
duction of war materials, and benefited the Ger- 
mans. 

These cartel deals gave the German firms 
the benefit of new discoveries by their foreign 
partners, and very little data were given them in 
return, The deals restricted manufacture of im- 
portant products abroad. This country was caught 
short at the outbreak of war in such essentials 
as synthetic rubber, optical instruments, mag- 
nesium, plastic glass, chemicals, etc., because of 
cartel restrictions with which some of our larg- 
est industries were bound. The Kilgore subcom- 
mittee report sums up the situation as follows: 

Using their cartel affiliates or subsidiaries, 
German industrialists built up a network 
which impaired the production of other na- 
tions, obtained sources of foreign exchange 
for Germany, gathered economic intelligence 
and spread Nazi propaganda. 

So, as Mr. Fowler summed up the case, “when 
the Nazis came to power in 1933, they found 
that long strides had been made since 1918 in 
preparing Germany for war from an economic 
and industrial point of view.” 

Justice Jackson needs the backing of an alert 
and enlightened public opinion at home if he is 
to succeed in his excellent plan for bringing the 
industrialists to justice. 
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Manasco—Little Accident 

The germ of Southern Bourbonism has been 
isolated and a clinical study of it has been filed 
in a spirited analysis of Representative Carter 
Manasco of Alabama by Helen Fuller in the New 
Republic. Mr. Manasco, who represents, one 
way or another, the Seventh District of his State, 
is a rather startling evidence of how accidentally 
the democratic system can work when not 
enough people care about attending to it. 

Nature evidently cut Mr. Manasco out for in- 
distinction. Both his ambitions and his views 
were of sharply limited proportions. It was 
purely by chance that after quitting his law 
practice in Jasper, Ala., he became a clerk to 
Speaker Bankhead. Eight years later, when Mr. 
Bankhead died, it was by the most whopping 
chance that the mantle, several times out-size, 
engulfed the clerk. 

Of the 142,000 potential voters in the Seventh 
District, fewer than 10,000, or about 8 per cent, 
voted for Mr. Manasco. Thus functions the uni- 
versal ballot in poll-tax-ridden Alabama. Mr. 
Manasco set out to represent 8 per cent of his 
constituency, or less, and has been doing very 
well at it indeed. Thanks to the freakish com- 
mittee system of Congress, he has become a 
Power. 

The chairmanship of the Committee on Exec- 
utive Expenditures, to which he aspired, fell te 
him by default: no one else wanted it, for no 
important bill had been referred to it for years. 
Now the full-employment bill, the Federal re- 
organization bill, the armed forces unification 
bill and surplus-property legislation have been 
entrusted to his committee. The clerk from 
Alabama’s Seventh District has exploited the de- 
fects of the committee system so well that, in 
the words of Miss Fuller, he has become a one- 
man bottleneck. Especially is it true in the in- 
stance of the full-employment bill, which he has 


done his utmost either to shelve or to make 
meaningless. 

Carter Manasco, the political accident, is 
really something to think about. He represents 
a more pertinent dilemma than the old one of 
how many angels can perch on the point of a 
pin. How many members of Congress can perch 
on pointlessness? 
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Music at Washington University 

Friends of the university and lovers of music 
will warmly welcome the establishment at Wash- 
ington University of a department of music. Miss 
Avis Blewett, the donor of the $160,000 which 
makes this possible, has suggested that the ac- 
tivity of the department be confined—in the be- 
ginning—to a cultural treatment of the subject. 
The teaching of applied music must necessarily 
await the growth of the department into a full- 
fledged conservatory, but this possibility, some- 
how, no longer seems remote now that a nucleus 
has been created. 

Meanwhile, it may be well to determine 
whether indoctrinating the whole student body 
with some sort of understanding of music is not 
more important than turning out a limited num- 
ber of specialists. One, of course, does not ex- 
clude the other, and the desirability of a full- 
blown, well-staffed professional school is admit- 
ted without argument. But the admission of 
music to full standing as a cultural subject with 
its disciplinary and humanizing values acknowl- 
edged to be as great as those of literature, his- 
tory or philosophy, has not yet been accom- 
plished. There are still some vestiges, even 
among educators, of the belief that music is a 
mere social accomplishment and not an essential 
attribute of an educated man. 

If music is on the way to major recognition 
at Washington University, it is to be hoped that 
its inculcation does not bog down in a morass 
of so-called ‘“‘appreciation.”’ Poetic descriptions 
of music or any sort of verbal analysis of its 
anatomy is no substitute for a direct contact 
with the material. Moreover, the student is at 
a disadvantage unless he has a certain amount 
of musical literacy, and that involves an ability 
—possible to anyone of ordinary intelligenc@— 
to read musical notation. 

Students in high school or even in grade 
school could be taught to read music. At the 
moment, however, such instruction is largely ex- 
tracurricular, and a college department of music 
would have to contend with a general lack of 
musical literacy. But a certain amount of in- 
struction ‘could be undertaken even at the col- 
lege level along with a consistent and direct 
contact with all the great music of the literature. 

The important objective to be attained is the 
incorporation of music into the general culture. 
If the desirability of that is recognized, the 
means of bringing it about will inevitably follow. 
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Arithmetic Artist

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The Costs of War 


As the Bank of International Settlements ex- 
plains, its estimate of 680 billion dollars does not 
begin to measure the tétal cost of the recent 
war. To the “direct” costs thus borne by the 
world’s treasuries must be added what are cold- 
ly called the “indirect costs.” The account books 
of history, for example, will also include entries 
for— 

—the waste of resources that might otherwise 
have made man warmer, better fed, happier—oil, 
steel, aluminum, copper, wool.. .° 

—the postwar adjustments—the cost of re- 
building cities and civilizations torn down by 
violence; the cost of bloody revolutions in other 
lands and of industrial strife in our own... 

—the loss of precious time when young men 
and women should have been devoted to fur- 
nishing their minds instead of to learning to 
hate and kill... 

—the loss of life, in combat and out, of uni- 
formed men and women, of slaves held by the 
aggressors and of millions of innocents whose 
crime was being in the middle—yes, and the 
victims of science and productive genius at Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki... 

—the lost eyes, legs, hands and ruined brains 
and nerves of hosts whom the war did not kill 
outright—the lost productive energy of these 
people and the sons and daughters they will not 
have, and the handicapped children some of them 
will have... 

—the grief and anguish which eat at the vi- 
tals of the legions whose near and dear are lost 
or broken, and the anxiety of a world which, 
having dallied with madness, wonders whether 
it can ever become sane. 
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Inverted Advice on Plug-Uglies 

The head of a major news agency is not a 
person one would expect to find offering advice 
to broadcasters on how to mix news with ad- 
vertising plug-uglies. 

Yet Seymour Berkson, general manager of In- 
ternational News Service, is quoted in Broad- 
casting magazine as offering this suggestion on 
how to interrupt newscasts with commercial chat- 
ter: 

Do not follow a story of tragedy by a flip 
or humorous commercial. When possible, 
spot the commercial to follow some domes- 
tic story of not too grave consequences, or 
some feature story. ... This not only makes 
for good taste, but it gives the advertiser 
a break. 

Giving the advertiser a break seems a pecu- 
liar concern for a news manager. We had al- 
ways thought that the purpose of a newscast was 
to give the public a break, 

Mr. Berkson’s statement is, however, an in- 
direct admission that advertising can make a 
distasteful sandwich of a news broadcast. And 
the listening public is fed up with this breach 
of good taste. Why, then, didn’t the INS man- 
ager say so and let it go at that?

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Enemies of Decent Housing 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Organized campaign of misrepresentation, to discredit Government 
action on dwellings, is conducted by lobby of real estate groups, 
former official charges; their supporters in Congress block moves 
to do something about slums; the result: no homes for veterans. 


Nathan Straus, Former United States Housing Authority Administrator, 
in The Nation 


A recent statement of mine that the 
housing shortage had been deliberately 
planned by reactionary real-estate inter- 
ests has been violently contradicted. How- 
ever, there is ample evidence that the real 
estate interests have consistently opposed 
all new housing which could offer compe- 
tition with their ancient and insanitary 
slums, 


The real estate boards, the apartment 
house owners’ associations, the building 
and loan groups have conducted a cam- 
paign to discredit public housing, 


To ask us to believe that this barrage 
on many fronts, this constant repetition of 
the same misstatements, was not the result 
of a deliberate campaign, is to ask us to 
stretch our credulity to the breaking point. 


The lobby of the National Home Build- 
ers’ Association is powerfully abetted by 
that of the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards, represented by Herbert U. 
Nelson, and that of the United States Sav- 
ings and Loan League, represented by 
Morton Bodfish, 


Fat Profits From Slums 


The activities of all three are directed to 
blocking any legislation which would pro- 
vide good low-rent housing and thereby in- 
terfere with the fat profits gained by keep- 
ing insanitary slum shacks and dark slum 
rookeries crowded with tenants. Mr. Nel- 
son and Mr. Bodfish maintain close per- 
sonal contacts with key members of the 
congressional committees and seem to have 
almost unlimited sums at their disposal for 
printing, arranging conventions and enter- 
taining lavishly, 

Aligned against housing legislation are a 
number of Congressmen united not by 
party ties but by pocketbook interests. 
Representative Albert Gore (Dem.) of Ten- 
nessee is perhaps the ablest of the group. 
He is an influential member of the Com- 
mittee on Banking and Currency, where 
he has been spokesman for the point of 
view of the slum landlords. 


Gore is rightly credited with having been 
chiefly responsible for killing public hous- 
ing. After failing to smother in commit- 
tee a bill providing for additional funds 
for the program, he made his fight on the 
floor of the House. The speech he deliv- 
ered on Aug, 3, 1939, when the bill came 
up for final passage, has always seemed 
to me to be an outstanding example of the 
extremes to which men will go in garbling 
facts and misquoting figures to protect the 
interests of those they serve. 


Frontal and Flank Attacks 


Representative Gore had the satisfaction 
of bringing about the defeat of the bill 
in a close vote. In the six years since then, 
he has been equally successful in prevent- 
ing all legislation to provide decent hous- 
ing for returning veterans. 


The point of view of the reactionary real 
estate interests was represented by the 
Committee on Public Buildings and 
Grounds, which handled all war-housing 
legislation, by the chairman, Fritz Lanham 
(Dem.) of Texas. The notorious Section 
TV of the Lanham Act of 1941 provided that 
war housing should not be designed or ever 
used after the war to provide good hous- 
ing for American families. 

In a speech before the United States Sav- 


ings and Loan League, Mr. Lanham said: 
“The Federal Government doesn’t belong 
permanently in the housing business, ex- 
cept in very rare instances. You can't find 
anything in the Constitution that says the 
Government has to build houses for the 
citizens. . 

“The real estate business naturally and 
properly belongs to. the real estate men. 
: . There is nothing in it (the Lanham 
Act) to do with slum clearance or low-cost 
housing for low-income groups.” 

Should any bill to provide decent hous- 
ing for those who live in the slums be en- 
acted into law, the real estate interests 
have other means to block the program. 

The Appropriations Committee of the 
House allots money to the various Govern- 
ment agencies to carry on their work. In 
practice, subcommittees of this large com- 
mittee hear the applications. On the sub- 
committee which considers and acts upon 
requests from the housing agencies the 
slum landlords have two watchdogs. 


Whe function of Wigglesworth (Rep.) of 
Massachusetts seems to be not only to lend 
respectability to the cause of the slum 
owners but to make certain that, if any 
low-rent housing bill does pass, the Gov- 
ernment agency charged with carrying out 
the program shall be harassed by lack of 
funds for administrative and technical per- 
sonnel.

Wigglesworth’s co-worker on the com- 
mittee is Taber (Rep.) of New York. The 
hatchet man of the so-called ‘‘economy 
bloc,” Taber works quietly behind the 
scenes and seems to have mysterious con- 
nections with reactionary and isolationist 
groups. 

These are the men who have successfully 
led the fight to kill low-cost housing and 
to bring about the shortage of homes by 
which slum owners are profiteering today. 

I believe that those who treat the prob- 
lem of the homeless veteran lightly are 
gravely endangering the country. I be- 
lieve that they do not appreciate how men 
feel who discover that, while they were 
risking their lives to protect us, we were 
doing nothing to protect them and their 
families. Millions of ex-service men are 
bitterly resentful that we have provided 
no place for them to live but a miserable 
slum dwelling. 

The Government appropriated the funds 
to build weapons for a victorious war. The 
veterans expect their Government to pro- 
vide the funds to build them homes for 
lives of peace.

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Poems by a Great Writer 
Of France’s Underground 


‘Aragon: Poet of the French Resistance,” Edited 
by Hannah Josephson and Maicolm Cowley. (Duell, 
Sloan & Pearce, New York.) 


The art of poetry during the present cene- 
tury has too often been a private art, writ- 
ten for the poet himself, or perhaps for a 
few other poets. During his youth, Louis 
Aragon was a practitioner of Dadaism, one 
of the most extreme forms of “private” 
poetry. It was therefore inspiring to hear 
of him during France's worst years, a man 
in his forties, a discharged war hero, wear- 
ing several decorations, again risking his 
life, this time by helping to organize the 
writers of his country into that great “con- 
spiracy of the poets’ which aided the es- 
tablishment of a vast underground press te 
keep the people informed. 

These intellectuals discovered that they 
could occasionally use the legal press, Be- 
cause poetry is allusive and indirect, and 
perhaps because of the stupidity of Vichy 
and German censors, they could say things 
in poetry that would never have been per- 
mitted in an article. The result was a 
poetic renaissance of a sort not seen in 
modern times. 

The poet had accepted a social role. He 
wrote for the people, and the people read 
what he wrote. France was occupied, but 
its culture flourished,

The last half of the book is prose which 
Aragon wrote to be surreptitiously printed 
and passed from hand to hand, Much of 
it is as moving as the poetry, especially 
“Saint-Pol Roux, or Hope,” a passionate 
account of the brutal killing of a fellow 
poet; and “The Martyrs, by Their Wit- 
ness,” an account of the murder of 27 
hostages. 

This book is the sort for which the word 
“great” should be reserved, for it deals 
with the great years of a great man’s life, 
To adapt one of Aragon’s own sentences, 
here is a book “hailing from the murk of 
a dungeon, not an academic thing born of 
witless leisure.” :

If the findings 
are favorable and if American 
capital can be enlisted, China in 
ten years may have a dam cap- 
able of irrigating millions of acres 
of land and supplying five times 
more power than the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. 

Few if any of the industrial 
plants constructed in west China 
during the war years will be 
transferred to coastal regions. 
Most of them are old-fashioned 
and uneconomical. Many have 
closed down since the end of the 
war. Eighteen of 20 alcohol fac- 
tories, for instance, have suspend- 
ed operation. For its oil and gaso- 
line China will be dependent for 
a long time on imported supplies 
although it is planned to push 
the development of known oil re- 
serves in northwest China.

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Rubber Company Experiments 
Aimed at 100,000-Mile Tires 


Use of Both Synthetic 


and Natural Materials 


Indicated — Strides Made Toward 
Almost ‘‘Weightless’” Casings.

KRON, O., Jan. 12 — The 
rw companies are experiment- 
ing on the auto tire of the fu- 
ture, a casing that is hoped to run 
100,000 miles, or nearly the life of 

. car. 
sare these tire studies are secrets, 
and are strictly laboratory experi- 
ments. However, some have gone 
a long way toward the astonishing 
goal. By all indications this. tire 
of the future will use both syn- 
thetic and natural rubber. 

The principles to make improved 
tires are known throughout the 
rubber industry. They are des- 
cribed by R. P. Dinsmore, vice 
president of the Goodyear Tire & 
Rubber Co. 

The ideal tire would have almost 
no weight, but very great elastic- 
ity. The rubber laboratories never 
expect a truly weightless tire with 
perfect stretch, but they have 
many plans for approximating this 
dream. 

Tires could be made stronger 
by adding to their bulk and 
weight. But the added bulk builds 
up extra heat that would separate 
the plies and burn out some of the 
other qualities. 

One of the great prewar ad- 
vances in the life of tires came 
when manufacturers went to thin- 
mer carcasses and lower air pres- 
sures. That was an example of 
using less weight and more elas- 
ticity in certain parts of a tire. 

New Kind of Cord Likely. 

Some kind of cord not yet in- 
vented is a likely step in the tire 
of the future. Rayon is not the 
last word in cords. Neither is 
nylon. The need is a cord of 
great strength, that will flex and 
dend without the permanent 
lengthening that occurs in virtu- 
ally all materials that are pulled 
and bent frequently. 

Natural rubber probably would 
go into the carcass walls and 
synthetic into the treads. It is 
likely that still other improved 
synthetic rubbers will be discov- 
ered and made to fit specific parts 
of long-life tires. Furthermore, 
improvements in natural rubber 
tires were by no means finished 
before the war. 

Another added mileage possibil- 
ity is in the discovery of new 
pigments. Years ago tires were 
gray or®nearly white. That was 
when zinc oxide was the pigment 
to add long life. When carbon 
black was substituted for the 
zinc, the life of tires was about 
doubled. 

, An immediate improvement for 
all tire wear is the prospective 
general use of the new synthetic 
rubber, butyl, to make inner tubes. 
This synthetic makes tubes that 
need to be pumped up only three 
or four times a year. Tires soften 
because air diffuses through tube 
rubber. Butyl’s diffusion loss is 
only about 8 per cent of that of 
natural rubber. 

Butyl may not come in at first 
at full efficiency—there are prob- 
lems of workmen learning the 
needed special skills—but for the 


average motorist who does not 
pay much attention to uniform 
inflation, butyl tubes may add 10 
to 15 per cent to tire life. 

There is many a jinx in tire 
inflation. One is that synthetic 
tires, at the same inflation as 
natural rubber, require about 6 
per cent more gasoline to drive 
the car. That much power goes 
to produce the extra heat that 
develops in synthetics. The 6 per 
cent figure applies to speeds of 
25 to 50 miles an hour, and falls 
off at higher speeds. 

But inflate the synthetic tire 
just a little higher than the natu- 
ral, and this 6 per cent extra in 
the gas bill virtually disappears 
The difference in inflation is only 
about three pounds. 

All Making Good Synthetics. 

All the tire companies now are 
making synthetic passenger tires 
essentially as good and some be- 
lieve better than prewar natural 
rubber. The wartime synthetics 
were not as good, one of the rea- 
sons being the time needed to de- 
velop skills in engineering and 
workmanship of the new ma- 
terials. 

The B. E. Goodrich Company’s 
new synthetic is an example of 
bunching a number of changes to 
put a synthetic into or ahead of 
the natural rubber class. However, 
each of these changes will apply 
to making a better natural rubber 
tire when the natural again is 
available. 

The tread has been made a little 
wider and flatter. This means 
more rubber on the road. Two 
ribs near the edges have been 
about doubled in width to meet a 
zone where wear is a bit heavy. 
There are more and_ stronger 
cords and more rubber between 
cords. Rosin soap has been substi- 
tuted for ordinary soaps in mak- 
ing the rubber because of added 
stickiness from the rosin, The en- 
tire tire weighs about 10 per cent 
more. 

This tire has scalloped groves 
to reduce skidding. Most of the 
time makers have gone to scal- 
lops or zigzag tread forms for a 
similar purpose. There is a curious 
reason behind this. In laboratory 
tests it can be proved that syn- 
thetic rubber skids about 3 per 
cent easier than natural rubber. 
Road tests don’t show the differ- 
ence. But the scientific studies 
suggested the new wrinkle as an 
anti-skid measure. 

Goodrich Left Walls Smooth. | 

Goodrich left side walls quite 
smooth, The theory is that the 
gingerbread on side walls might 
be the genesis of cracks. 

Tire manufacturers do not ex- 
pect much natural rubber for a 
year or more, After that the pub- 
lic should benefit in all the ways 
that science can imagine. The 
world’s prewar natural rubber 
supply was 1,600,000 tons annual- 
ly. The war developed a synthetic 
rubber output of 1,400,000 tons, 

This 3,000,000 tons is about twice 
as much rubber as the world for- 
merly used. It promises to become 
one of the richest stores in the 
history of scientific progress.

mit them to move through the 
liberal arts courses more rapidly 
than at the prescribed rate for 
piling up hours of credit for de- 
grees. 

Chancellor Compton {fs aware of 
veterans’ complaints and is trying 
to correct the things that cause 
those complaints, without lower- 
ing the academic standards of the 
university, ‘bout 10 per cent of 
the veterans en~olled at Washing- 
ton University, for instance, are 
allowed to enter without having 
completed their high school work. 
They must pass special tests and 
they are put in groups for making 
up pre-college work, in addition 
to taking college work. This is to 
help veterans who left high 
school to join the armed services. 
The special groups formed of such 
veterans have made very rapid 
progress in their studies; they are 
allowed to move as_ rapidly 
through pre-college studies as 
they are able. 

Whenever possible, college 
credit is given for work done by 
veterans while in the armed serv- 
ices. Courses given by the Army 
and Navy are acceptable in many 
instances. Credit in military 
science and iactics and in physi- 
cal education is allowed for serv- 
ice in the armed services. 

Enrollment in University Col- 
lege, primarily an adult-education 
college, enables veterans to take 
work in geveral colleges at once, 
cutting through considerable uni- 
versity red-tape and giving vet- 
erans flexibility in their programs. 
Advanced students in some de- 
partments are allowed to progress 
faster than the specified credit- 
hour time timit. Students who 
fee) rusty in certain work may 
audit courses, even if they enter 
in the middle of the semester, 
in some cases. 


May Attend Summer Term. 


Provision has been made for 
veterans to enter courses either 
in the fall, February or at the 
beginning of the summer term. 
Veterzns may take more than the 
usual number of courses at once if 
their grades justify it, and they 
may attend the full summer term 
as well as the two winter terms 
to speed their progress toward de- 
grees. At the University of Chi- 
cago, where Chancellor Compton 
was a member of the faculty be- 
fore coming to Washington Uni- 
versity, some students are allowed 
to move as rapidly through their 
liberal arts courses as their abili- 
ties—as measured by comprehen- 
sive examinations—permit. Class 
attendance is not rigidly enforced. 

Murray said he believed such a 
system as this would be best for 
veterans at Washington Univer- 
sity.

Business and engineering 
courses are especially popular. 
Most of the veterans taking busi- 
ness courses hope to go into busi- 
ness for themselves, Dean Isaac 
oo + igi of the business school 
said, 


Many of the veterans taking 
work in the engineering college 
are developing talents they dis- 
covered while in the armed serv- 
ices, Dean Reals said. 


“They have had a unique ex- 
perience in modern, mechanized 
war.” he said, “and it taught 
them something. Now they want 
to go on from there.” 

Veterans at Washington Uni- 
versity come in assorted ages: the 
youngest to apply for admission 
was 16, the eldest, 48.

profitable business activity and 
employment for at least a dec- 
ade. One and a quarter million 
homes at an_ average price 
of $5000 would produce consumer 
expenditures of $6,250,000,000 a 
year. This is more thaf a billion 
dollars larger than consumer ex- 
penditure. for moor vehicies in 
1941. It is estimated that a sound 
residential boom will make from 
four to four and one-half million 
jobs a year in building and closely 
related industries. This is nearly 
one-fifth of our peak wartime in- 
dustrial employment and about 
seven times the employment in the 
automobile industry in its best 
year. 

“At this moment we have one of 
the greatest opportunities in our 
history to strengthen the social 
and economic structure of our 
country at its foundations. But at 
this same moment, I think the 
American people and the Congress 
also face the most dangerous 
single inflationary threat in our 
history. That is why I urge with 
all the conviction that I have that 
the Congress enact this legislation 
to stop the crushing inflation of 
home prices in its tracks before it 
is too late.” 

Bowles is so convinced of the 
righteousness of his cause that he 
scorns appeasement of his op- 
ponents, the most notable of whom 
are the National, Association of 
Manufacturers, the National Re- 
tail Dry Goods Association, and 
the Association of Real Estate 
Boards. 

He welcomed an invitation to 
speak before the annual meeting 
of the NAM so he could tell the 
members to their faces what he 
thought of the organization's ef- 
forts to break down price controls. 

Speech to NAM. 

Calling names, he told the meet- 
ing in the Waldorf-Astoria hotel: 

“Before Congress 18 months ago 
and again last spring NAM offi- 
cials advocated amendments to 
the OPA Act which in my opinion 
would have made effective price 
control absolutely impossible. 

“But for the sake of clarifying 
the point, let’s accept the view of 
those who claimed that these 
changes would have increased 
prices only 10 per cent each year. 
Even though we accept this view- 
point, the result would have been 
a 30 billion dollar increase in the 
cost of fighting the war—a sum 
only two billion dollars less than 
the cost of the entire World War I. 
At the same time, Mr. and Mrs. 
Long - Suffering - American - Con- 
Sumer would have found 36 billion 
dollars added to their cost of liv- 
ing. In other words, even relying 
on the most optimistic estimates 
put forward by the proponents of 
the NAM sponsored amendments, 
the nation has already saved 66 
billion dollars by not taking your 
leaders’ advice. ‘ 

“The stock market had been 
booming merrily along. As in 
1929, taxi drivers, barbers and 
elevator boys are providing inside 
information on just what selec- 
tions are apt to rise the fastest. 
The dope sheets coming from 
Wall Street anticipate higher and 
higher prices. The real estate 
market ig starting to skyrocket. 

“What, under such. circum- 
stances, would happen to prices 
if the nation now accepted the 
advice which Mr. Robert W. Wa- 
sony chairman of the NAM recon- 
version council, and Mr. John 
Airey, chairman of the NAM war 
controls termination committee, 
offered to Congress on Nov. 7? 
This NAM recommendation called 
for the elimination of all price 
controls by the fifteenth day of 
February, What, for instance, 
would happen to food prices? 

“Those of you who are in the 
candy business know that coconut, 
which OPA decontroled some 30 
days ago, has quadrupled in price. 
Many grades of furs, from which 
price controls were removed dur- 
ing the fall months, have more 
than doubled. Your wife will tell 
you that some grades of oranges, 
lemons and grapetruits moved up 
50 to 100 per cent in the first few 
days following the action of OPA 
in removing price restrictions. 
(Price ceilings on citrus fruits 
were clamped back last week.) 
Recommendations Called Reckless 

“Gentlemen, the recommenda- 
tions of your leaders for the re- 
moval of price controls in 60 days 
is reckless in the extreme. Just 
how high prices would go I do not 
know. But at best, it is a risky, 
reckless, gambling policy which in 
all likelihood would produce a 
national disaster.... 

“The dizzy inflation which could 
readily develop in the absence of 
OPA controls on prices and rents 
would, I repeat, not be accepted 
lying down by the great masses 
of our people. It is for this 
reason that I firmly believe that 
the stand which your leaders have 
taken represents a most dangerous 
threat to the future health and 
success of our entire free enter- 
prise system.” 

In similar vein, he announced in 
November that automobile dealers 
by flooding Congress and his of- 
fice with 5000 telegrams demand- 
ing that they be exempt from the 
OPA cost absorption policy rep- 
resented “the greatest single pres- 
sure group operation since OPA 
was established.” He added: 

“This idea of ‘government by 
pressure’ is an ominous sign of 
our times. It is a threat to the 
democratic rights of all the in- 
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articulate, silent, little people of 
America.” 

He did not exempt the auto deal- 
ers. 

He has also repeatedly chal- 
lenged Lew Hahn, general man- 
ager of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Dealers, to name the pro- 
ducers who furnished articles for 
an exhibit claiming that OPA reg- 
ulations forced the producers to | 
sell below cost. 

“T am astounded,” he wrote to 
Hahn, “that you personally, as 
head of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association, would sponsor 
such a presentation which at best 
seems to have been founded on 
unchecked flimsy evidence. I am 
equally disappointed that you are 
unwilling either to subject your 
entire presentation to the careful 
study which I have proposed, or, 
if you have become aware that a 
mistake has been made, to admit 
frankly that you have been the 
victim of a malicious effort on the 
part of. some subordinate to fool 
the public, the Congress and tens | 
of thousands of retail merchants | 


| 
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throughout the country who are) 
only too well aware of the terrific | 
dangers which would confront us| 
if the price control program is) 
jeopardized.” 

Farmers Strong for OPA, 
Farmers and wage earners, as | 
represented by their organizations 
and by their individual letters to 
Bowles, are strong for the OPA 
program, At- first the farm or- 
ganization leaders fought’ the 
OPA law and regulations but now 
the Grange, the Farm Bureau 
Federation and the Farmers’ 
Union have asked for continua- 
tion of price controls as long as 
inflation threatens, 

Speaking before the Ohio State 
Grange last month, Bowles urged 
the farmers to understand organ- 
ized labor's problems. 

“Our farmers,” he said, “have 
always despised our prewar scar- 
city thinking. It has been hard 
for them to fathom this high 
price-low volume theory of some 
of our businessmen or the feather- 
bedding, stretch-the-work idea of 
a few our our labor leaders. 

“Although the economic desti- 
nies of all our farmers and our 
city workers are tied together 
these two groups often mistrust 
each other, and this is dangerous 
indeed. Farmers are often suspi- 
cious of minimum wage legislation, 
or increasing social security and 
unemployment compensation pay- 
ments, of organized labor and of 
the threat of strikes. -In this I 
believe they are wrong, for it is 
through such measures that the 
purchasing power is developed to 
buy the things the farmers pro- 
duce. 

“That Is why I urge our farmers 
to support our-city workers in 
their efforts to win a fairer share 
of the fruits of industrial produc- 
tion. That is why I urge our 
farmers to support such legisla- 
tion as a 65-cent federal minimum 
wage law so that the workers in 
our low-paid industries will have 
money to spend for a decent liv- 
ing. That is why I urge our farm- 
ers to support tax legislation 
which will keep the purchasing 
power of our city masses rolling 
and rolling towards a sustained 
prosperity for all of us.” 

Letters Favor Controls. 

Bowles draws strength from the 
letters now coming into his of- 
fices from consumers and small 
businessmen. During gasoline ra- 
tioning the trend was the other 
way. Of the average 1400 letters 
a day received earlier, a great

majority were against rationing 
and price ceilings. A recent check 
revealed that of 1642 letters re- 
ceived, only two demanded the end 
of price controls. Bowles says 
that the 1640 letters contained no 
evidence of being “inspired” by 
any organization. 

He also draws strength from the 
fact that he does not need the job 
and the knowledge that he can go

stays on because of the spiritual 
urge to stick until the job is done. 

Perhaps this comes from the 
New England ancestral strain that 
made his’ grandfather, Samuel 
Bowles, the noted liberal editor of 
the Springfield, Mass., Republican. 

He was drafted for his first 
national OPA job—general mana- 
ger under former Senator Prentiss 
Brown—to succeed another adver- 
tising man, Lou R, Maxon, who 
resigned under pressure. He was 
then 42 years old and had made 
an outstanding record as OPA di- 
rector for his home state of Con- 
necticut, a position he had taken 
a year before after he had severed 
his relations with the highly pros- 
perous advertising firm of Benton 
and Bowles in New York. His 
former partner, William Benton, 
is now Assistant Secretary of 
State in charge of public relations. 
Both men became independently 
wealthy before they were 40 years 
old 

Bowles was ideally fitted by 
education and business experience 


|for his controversial government 


position. After his graduation 
from Yale in 1924, he worked for 
a while on his grandfather’s news- 
paper and then went to New York 
to do merchandising and market- 
ing research for the George Bat- 
ten Advertising Co. In 1929 he 
and Benton organized their own 
firm, of which Bowles became 
chairman in 1936. The firm pros- 
pered during the depression and 
New Deal years. In 1940, he and 
Benton were classified as ‘‘Isola- 
tionists” because of their support 
of the America First Committee. 
After Pearl Harbor both became 
strong supporters of the Adminis- 
tration’s foreign policy. 

As OPA director in Connecticut 
Bowles had the support of con- 
servative business groups, partly 
because of his former advertising 
connection, and he quickly got the 
support of organized labor by ap- 
pointing 140 labor men on price 
and rationing boards, This con- 
trasted with 49 such representa- 
tives in Massachusetts and 52 in 
New York, 

Demonstrated His Ability. 

In taking over Maxon’'s job at 
the OPA Washington headquar- 
ters, Bowles demanded—and got 
—the right to hire and fire. He 
fired quite a few, partly in re- 
sponse to a congressional mandate 
that top officials must have had 
“business experience,” and soon 
demonstrated his abilities as an 
administrator, 

Bowles, according to his sub- 
ordinates, inspires confidence, and 
many of them are staying in the 
government service as he is—“to 
get the job done.” 

He works in a roomy office 
suite in a corner of the fourth 
floor of the old Census Building 
down by the railroad tracks. From 
one window he can see the Capitol 
Dome. 

His desk is usually bare of pa- 
pers. Always on it are the pic- 
tures of his wife and their three 
Back of his 
desk are autographed photographs 
of a mixed bunch of public men: 
Jesse Jones, Henry Wallace, 
James F. Byrnes, Edward R. Stet- 
tinius, Samuel Rosenman, Eric 
Johnston, Donald Nelson, Mar- 
riner Eccles, and, of course, Presi- 
dent Truman. The only decora- 
tions on the pale green wals 
above the red rug’ on the floor 
are six-foot charts and _ picto- 
grams, one of which accompanies 
this article, At one side of the 
room is a conference table with 
eight chairs, but as noted, Bowles 
likes to do his conferring from 
the overstuffed chairs and sofa 
near a window. 

In appearance, Bowles is not 
the carefully dressed New York 
business executive. His well cut 
clothes run to browns, but his tie 
is usually askew at a rumbled soft 
collar. He is a cigarette smoker, 
but every five or six weeks he 
quits, saying that he is through 
with tobacco. The _ abstinence 
lasts about a week. 
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somewhat more difficult. 

“Eventually, if our education is 
successful, they will have their 
surest feeling of ‘belonging’ by 
feeling that they have a place. in 
the great human picture, by being 
a part of our whole human s50- 
ciety.

U.S. Policy Changed. 

Whether it made for a higher 
or lower standard of living in the 
long run was a question politicians 
debated. The Administration 
changed from the high tariff 
policy of the Smoot-Hawley days 
to the freer trade policy of the 
late President Roosevelt and 
former Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull as exemplified in the recipro- 
cal trade agreements. Congress 
has approved in voting extensions 
of the reciprocal trade act. 

Now the United States has rec- 
ommended, as United Nations 
agreement, a set of trade pro- 
posals. If adopted, they would 
pledge a halt or a reduction of 
trade restrictions. 

The proposals will be combed 
over first by a conference of the 
15 major trading nations, and then 
by U.N.O. Both conferences are 
scheduled for some time in 1946, 

The proposals ask that nations 
agree to reduce tariffs—although 
each nation would be permitted to 
do whatever it considered neces- 
sary to protect home industries, 
temporarily, from sudden floods 
of low-priced imported goods. 

Would Halt New Tariffs. 

The proposals intend that no 
nation write new tariffs. This 
could be extremely important to 
the United States, since business 
men in such nations as India and 
Australia, where the war has re- 
sulted in the establishment of new 
factories, are reported to be think- 
ing of new tariffs, new protective 
walls against manufactured goods 
from the United States and other 
industrial countries, 

The British Empire has a sys- 
tem called “empire preferences” 
which blocks goods from non- 
empire nations. Lower duties are 
charged on goods imported from 
empire countries. This has meant 
that wheat and lumber, for ex- 
ample, from the United States cost 
more at Liverpool than wheat and 
lumber from Canada. 

This protection covered most 
products made in the Empire 
which were in competition with 
similar’ products made elsewhere. 

Under the proposals this “empire 
preference’ system would be) 
scaled down as the United States 
reduced tariffs. The same would 
apply to other preferences, such 
as our preference treatment of 
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of the nationalization of coal.

No Blueprints Drawn. 


Not expecting to take over the 
government with a majority of its 
own, the Labour party came down 
to Whitehall without specific 
plans for the nationalization ef 
the marked industries. No blue- 
prints on the operation of these 
industries, not even the details 
for the nationalization, were avail- 
able, nor are they at this writing. 
Not even for the coal industry 
which was admittedly first to go. 
In fact, the blue print for the coal 
industry is only now being drawn 
while the bill for its nationaliza- 
tion is being prepared for Parlia- 
ment. The Labour government 
must therefore improvise as it 
goes along. Some basic principles, 
however, are already discernible, 
which may be expected to prevail 
in the nationalization of every in- 
dustry, 

First, just compensation. The 
owners of the industries will re- 
ceive the full real value of their 
properties as well as a guaranteed 
fair return, 

The compensation for the Bank 
of England was so fair—stock 
valued above market price and 
the same dividend guaranteed— 
that Lord Cato, who still heads 
the bank, reported that out of 
17,000 stockholders only 10 wrote 
opposing the bill 
ation, The city editor of a Birken- 
head paper estimated, according 
to market quotations, the total 
compensation for the industries 
on the nationalization schedule 
will run to about two Dillion 
pounds, or eight billion dollars at 
the present rate of exchange. The 
leftist Tribune hastened to object, 
claiming that evaluation was 
based upon a tremendous amount 
of watered stock; that the actual 
figure should be much lower.

‘that is, how much the industry 
would earn if it paid decent wages 
‘and made reasonable, not monop- 
oly, profits. 

Second, the transfer of an in- 
dustry from. private to public 
‘ownership will take the form of 
an exchange of paper. The holder 
‘of stock of a given industry will 
turn it in for an interest bearing 
government bond, redeemable at 
some future date, While no politi- 
‘cal leader would commit himself 
‘on this point, it appears that 
these bonds will be detached from 
the given industry—being issued 
iby the government and the gov- 
ernment alone being responsible 
|for both principal and interest. 

Third, for the first several years 
the government will have to pay 
the interest on these bonds from 
its general budget; in time, how- 
ever, a pool will be formed to 
which each nationalized industry 
will contribute a part of its profits 
to help pay the interest and even- 
tually redeem the bbnds, 

Fresh Capital. 

Fourth, every nationalized Iindus- 
try will need fresh capital for new 
equipment, reconstruction, ete, 
This new capital will have to be 
raised by the nationalized industry 
on its own, in the same manner 
as a co-operative enterprise raises 
capital—by the issuance of bonds 
for which the industry alone is 
responsible. 

Fifth, the nationalized industries 
will be run along the same line as 
private industries are run, The 
managers of the efficiently oper 
ated factories in the industries to- 
day may continue in the same po- 
sitions under the state. Primary 
consideration will be given general 
efficiency and increased produc- 
tivity, which, by reducing the cost 
of production, will enable the in- 
dustry to pay higher wages and 
still reduce prices. To attain this 
end, representation on the manag- 
ing board of the industry will be 
given to the employes in the in- 
dustry. General direction and 
final authority will be in the 
hands of a directorate appointed 
by the government. 

Whether the nationalization pro- 
gram will actually “get the dear 
country on the move again” re- 
mains to be seen.

Other Obstacles. 

There are other obstacles which 
the proposals aim to reduce or 
eliminate, 

They ask that nations treat im- 
ported goods the same as domestic 
goods, once they're in the country. 
Brazil, for instance, requires thag¢ 
bakers mix imported flour with 
domestic flour. Great Britain re- 
quires that theaters which show 
American movies also show s0 
many British movies. The United 
States has a “buy America act” 
whicn requires the Government to 
give preference to American 
goods. The proposals would wipe 
out these internal regulations. 

Again, there are nations which 
place “transit costs” on imported 
goods moving through the coun- 
try. For instance, some Latin | 
American nations inspect such 
goods and issue documents, for 
which fees are charged. Some ob- 
servers have felt that some of the 
fees are higher than the costs. 
The proposals suggest that fees be 
just high enough to cover costs. 

The British have a unique tran- 
sit rule: goods landing in Empire 
ports are subject to less duty if 
they come directly from another 
Empire port than if they travel 
through a third country. Thus, | 
many Canadian goods. go to} 
Europe out of Halifax instead of | 
via Boston. Empire ports gets the | 
business, often without regard to 
which route might be the more | 
economical. 

Several nations charge higher 
duties by setting arbitrarily high 
values on imported goods. The 
proposals ask that duties be as- 
sessed only against the real prices 
of the goods. 

Several other nations have put 
taxes on goods leaving the coun- 
try. One that hurt the United 
States was an export tax on 
Malayan tin, which favored pur- | 
chasers within the Empire. 

Many nations limit the amount 
of goods their people can buy 
abroad. The United States is doing 
it now in an attempt to stop an 
influx of Swiss watches. 

Many Government officials, 
traders and economists the world 
over seem agreed that lifting such 
trade shackles would help bring 
about a general upsurge of busi- 
ness and employment. 

If the proposals are adopted, an 
International Trade Organization 
(1.T.0.) would be set up within

WASHINGTON, Jan. 12. 
OOK for some stiff amend- 
ments to the price control law. 
A majority apparently agrees 
that the law must be extended, in 
some form, beyond the June 30 
expiration date, but determined 
efforts may be expected to limit 
the measure to cost-of-living items. 


Issue—Some G.O.P. congress- 
men will tell you their party has 
a ready-made issue for the con- 
gressional elections — demobiliza- 
tion.

Already there are 300 conventions booked for St. Louis 
during 1946, and the St, Louis Convention Bureau estimates 
that it will exceed 400 before all the dates are finally set. 

And on top of that they estimate there will be about 100 

other organizations, now clamoring for a convention in St. 

Louis, who can’t be taken care of, unless they want to take 

their chances with the thousands of other homeless in St. 

Louis who are looking for a place to sleep.

@ AT THE JEFFERSON HOTEL, the leading convention hotel 
in St. Louis, every day in 1946 is filled with conventions—a total 
1 of 73. They also have a number booked for 1947, and a few 
tentative dates for 1948. Other hotels popular with convention 
goers, such as the Statler and the Chase, still have a few dates 
open, but they don’t expect to have them long. 

Hotel managers deny that the conventions contribute great- 
ly to the hotel room shortage, pointing out that under the sys- 
tem worked out by the Hotel Association, only 20 per cent of 
the rooms in the hotel where the convention is being held are 
assigned to the delegates.

If there are more delegates than there are rooms, the 
overflow is taken care of by the other hotels, and even the 
number of delegates they can take is limited. For instance, 
if the Jefferson Hotel is headquarters for a convention, they 
can give the delegates 20 per cent of their rooms, which 
comes to about 120 rooms. The rest are scattered aboyt 
among the other hotels, up to about 500, which is the limit. 
Beyond that the delegates will have to find their own quar-

5S conventions scheduled 
for this year come under the 500 mark, with many of them 
as low as 50, Of the conventions scheduled for the first six 
months of the year, only four plan to exceed the 500 mark, 
Rack in the old days before hotels were filled to 120 per cent 
capacity, the convention hotel used to guarantee as Many as 
500 rooms, and the delegates wouldn’t think of doubling up. 
Now they double up and like it. 

In fact, hotel men find conventioneers a lot easier to get 
along with, now that the tables have turned. There was a 
time, back in the 30s, when the arrival of a guest was an oc- 
casion, and the arrival of a convention manager was an event 
of the first magnitude. All he had to do was suggest that his 
convention might come to the hotel, and the manager would 
agree to do anything from remodeling the ballroom to serving 
every delegate his breakfast in bed.

Kenny Delmar in Three Short Months Has Talked His Way to Fame as Senator Claghorn

NEW YORK CITY, Jan, 12. 


N little more than three months 
| Kenny Delmar has literally 

talked his way to fame. As the 
Senator Claghorn— Senator Clag- 
horn, that is—from the South, son, 
the South—Kenny has built up a 
reputation for himself as the na- 
tion’s loudest, most articulate 
legislator. As the pro-Confederate 
windbag of Allen’s Alley on “The 
Fred Allen Show,” which comes 
into St. Louis on KSD on Sunday 
evenings, he has become a na- 
tional figure. 


Soon there will be a comic strip 
depicting the didoes of Senator 
Claghorn. Senator Claghorn dolls 
are in the process of manufac- 
ture. Two songs—“I Love You, 
That Is” and “That’s a Joke, 
Son” will be published soon. Life 
will soon carry a spread on the 
senator. And the National Broad- 
casting Company is deluged with 
letters from fascinated Claghorn 
fans who want to know in what 
particular radio nuthatch the 
bellows-voiced senator reposed be- 
fore he was discovered by wily- 
witted Fred Allen. 

Sample of recent inquiries: 


“I say, son, how about a photo 
of Claghorn? OClaghorn’s’ the 
name, son, Also a paragraph or 
so by way of a biography on the 
senator. A paragraph or so, that 
is. We'll put it in our movie and 
radio page with the others, son. 
We circulate in the Solid South— 
and the North, East and West. 
N., E. and W., that is. 

“Thanks—I say, thanks, that is. 

“Very truly yours, 

“GRIT PUBLISHING CO., Ken- 
neth D. Rhone, Magazine EDI- 
TOR 

“EDITOR, that is. Williams- 
port, PA.” 

Because of the senator’s — or 
Kenny Delmar’s, that is—rise to 
fame has been on a dizzy scale, 
the biographical material on him 
in the NBC files is pretty sketchy. 
But over a schooner of beer at 
the Waldorf the other afternoon 
when Kenny had just finished a 
rehearsal with the Eddie Cantor 
show, he told the highlights of his 
life and the story of how the repe- 
titious, raucous Senator Claghorn 
came into being as a character. 


“It was a long time ago, just 
after I’d finished my one year of 
high school and was hitch-hiking 
a ride to the coast,” he explained. 
“One of the guys who picked me 
up was one of those mint-julep 
and over-sized panama hat south- 
erners. Everything he said he 
bellowed. And everything he bel- 
lowed he repeated. I was fasci- 
nated by him and filed him away 
in my mind as a character to re- 
member.” 


As it turned out it was a good 
many years later before Kenny 
got a chance to cash in on his 
hitchhiking acquaintance. On his 
way to the coast to crash the 
movie business on the strength 
of his experience as a child- 
prodigy vaudeville performer, he 
got stymied in San Diego and had

to work eight months there as a 
bellhop to earn his fare back to 
New York. 

“It wasn’t so bad,” he says. “TI 
picked up all sorts of impersona- 
tions along the way. Another guy 
I met was fascinating. He was a 
Russian and he trained mice.”

ACK in New York, Kenny tried 
Bee: grown-up acting jobs, final- 

ly landed one emceeing a stage 
show but the night before the 
show opened, Kenny tangled with 
a New York hoodlum who busted 
his jaw and did something to his 
voice so that his diction had allthe 
succinct charm of a guy trying to 
enunciate clearly with a mouthful 
of hot mashed potatoes. 

“T was pretty cut up about it,” 
Kenny says. “After all I’d been 
in show business since I was seven 
or eight years old. And what did 
I know about anything else? But 
my stepfather comes to the res- 
cue. He’s got an olive business, an 
importing firm, but somehow even 
though I made money, it didn't 


agree with’ me. I got arthritis 
from standing around in olive 
brine and an awful nostalgia for 
the theater.” 

With the dough he made work- 
ing in the olive pickling busi- 
ness, Kenny opened a dancing 
school here in New York. The first 
teacher he hired to put his young 


' customers through the ballet and 


buck and wing is now his wife, 
Alice, mother of his 5-year-old son, 
Kenny Jr. 

“Kenny Jr.” says Kenny, “is 
just five. I figure I'll let him loaf 
for a couple of years yet before I 
put him to work. But I’ve already 
built him a small shoe shine box 
so he'll get used to the idea. That’s 
a joke, son.” 


While still operating the danc- 
ing school, Kenny finally came out 
on top at a radio audition at a 
local New York station which 
netted him a $20-a-week job. He 
Says that much as he needed the 
money he would have worked for 
nothing just to get back in show 
business, That was 10 years ago, 


but it was Kenny’s real start. Soon 
after his first job he was asked 
to make a network audition for a 
commercial show. He was so nerv- 
our he couldn’t read the script. 
Instead he told jokes in dialect 
and imitated W. C. Fields, whom 
he had seen in a movie the night 
before. The director of the show 
was elated. Kenny got the job 
and held it for seven years. 


Three years ago Kenny went on 
Lucky Strike Hit Parade. At this 
writing he is announcer and/or 
actor on Hit Parade, Jack Benny, 
Fred Allen, RCA-Victor, Danny 
Kaye, Eddie Cantor and Ginny 
Simms. 


And now besides either an- 
nouncing or acting,’ or both, on 
seven of the nation’s biggest radio 
shows, Kenny will soon have his 
own show. The tentative title of 
the program is “Don’t Make Me 
Laugh.” In this show Kenny will 
give various members of the audi- 
ence 100 smackers and then at- 
tempt to relieve them of it by 
making them laugh, A giggle or 


a snicker out of a _ contestant 
costs him $10. A real belly-laugh 
relieves him of $25. 

And in addition to all this Ken- 
ny may make a couple of movies 
this summer. 

“It's all come so fast, I’m con- 
fused,” he says running his fin- 
gers through his curly hair and 
fingering his thick horn rimmed 
spectacles nervously. “It seems 
only yesterday I was tickled to 
death to get that $20 a week job 
on a local station.”

nounces, there will be no Sena- 
tor Claghorn. Smart radioman Fred 
Allen saw to that when he hired 
Kenny last October. When Allen 
hired Kenny to announce his show 
and create the role of Senator 
Claghorn in Allen’s Alley, he also 
tied up all rights to Senator 
Claghorn—anything—comic strips, 
dolls, songs, etc. As a matter of 
fact, Kenny says, it was Allen 
who named Kenny Senator Clag- 
horn after he heard Kenny do 
the imitation of the guy he met 
in a Model-T Ford hitchhiking his 
way to California. 

Kenny was first called to Fred 
Allen’s attention bv 
ous (Mrs. Nussbaum), who 
thought Kenny was so clever that 
even the mighty Allen would ap- 
preciate him. Allen, who knows 
a character when he meets one, 
Started right in writing the Sen- 
ator’s speeches. Today the Sen- 
ator is one of the most quoted 
men in the country. 

It took Kenny little more than 
three months to build the Clag- 
horn character into a whopping 
Buccess, But what with his work 
On six other shows besides, he 
now has little time for himself. 
He recently decided to give up 
his only hobby—coin collecting. 

“Outside of working, I do only 
two things,” he savs. “Occasion- 
ally my wife and I go dancing 
at Morocco. And what time is 
left I spend shining things around 
the house—silver, the brass fen- 
ders at the fireplace, the automo- 
bile. I know it sounds silly and 
makes me a sort of candidate for 
the psychopathic ward, but I get 
a kick out of anything that 
shines.” 

With the dough from his shin- 
ing new success, Kenny, now 34 
years old, has just purchased a 
five-story house in mid-town New 
York and is turning the upper 
three floors into apartments. But 
with a pocket of dough, he still 
prefers to eat in the automat. 

“It ain’t good publicity, I know,” 
he grins. “Kids see me in there 
and say, ‘What a cheap skate he 
is.” But you still can’t get pie and 
coffee any place in New York to 
equal it.” 

In mannerisms, Kenny Delmar 
bears no resemblance to radio- 
character Claghorn. He’s a little 
shy and retiring and he says he 
still feels a bit uneasy when the 
script requires Senator Claghorn 
to bellow dt Fred Allen: “That was 
a joke, son, that was a joke. Don't 
let them get by you, son.”

last week, I decided to press 
my luck and go to the race track. 
I chose Gulfstream Park, just 
north of Miami, It is a sort of a 
junior Hialeah in that its palm 
trees are about half as tall as 
those of Hialeah, its flamingos 
one-third as pink, and its touts 
one-tenth as numerous.

I USED AN OLD, old system 
in the fourth race. I got in the 
line leading to the $100 window 
and listened to what the big bet- 
tors were backing. For a good ten 
minutes I evesdropped on the 
wealthy and then put my $2 on a 
nag on which a man had wagered 
$500. When last see in the haze 
of the backstretch, the jockey of 
this horse was sending up distress 
flares, and preparing to abandon 
ship for a rubber life raft. Nat- 
urally, I lost that one. 

When the eighth race came up I 
figured it was time to use the 
system that Damon Runyon uses 
when things grow desperate. Run- 
yon buys a ticket on every horse 
in the race, thus having the satis- 
faction of pulling for everything 
as the field hits the stretch. 

I used this on the eighth and 
won. I got back $11 less than I 
had invested, but gained the thrill 
of standing in the cashier's ling 
and talking about how the horse 
that won was a stick out, that 
anyone with a grain of horse- 
sense should have known that the 
winner was looking for just this 
sort of track, and that despite the 
fact that he ran 15th in a field

OMEWARD-BOUND serv- 
H icemen and their new 

friends remained cheerful 
in spite of lack of comforts. 
The water supply was exhaust- 
ed again and again. Thirst 
mounted in the hot coaches. 
Shaving was impossible, and 
men’s rooms and women’s 
rooms had to be closed and 
locked when water stopped. 

Grimy and bearded, the G.I.’s 
showed such good humor and 
such courtesy toward the sex 
from which they had been cut 
off for months that they were 
never shunned by the civilian 
girls. 

A tax on the endurance of 
everyone, however, came one 
gray dawn in Georgia when a 
vendor offered to passengers 
who had been supperless the 
night before the rare opportu- 
nity to purchase as their only 
breakfast, not coffee, but grape 
soda, 

Yet geniality pervaded the 
coaches. Seats were turned 
around so that as many as six 
passengers facing each other 
could swap cigarettes, souvenirs 
and stories across the aisle to 
while away the time. 

The modern Canterbury Pil- 
grims discouraged combat nar- 
ratives as soon as they were 
broached. Humorous tales pat- 
terned after those of Chaucer’s 
Justier characters, like the ship- 
man and the reeve, were more 
popular. 

Typical of anecdotes that 
held the attention of the group 
was the story of a sailor from 
Festus whose 18-year-old broth- 
er had corresponded with him 
while both took part in the 
landing in Okinawa without the 
brothers ever meeting.

Comedian Is Living Example of Fact You Have to Strive to Succeed

ENE SHELDON is a living ex- 
(Game of that old adage about 

if at first you don’t succeed, 
just stay in there pitching. Shel- 
don, pantomimist-comedian now 
appearing at the Chase Club, is 
being hailed as a bright comedy 
hope of the future, and isn’t doing 
so bad at present either, with 
parts in one successful musical 
comedy and two successful movies, 
“Where Do We Go From Here?” 
and “The Dolly Sisters” just com- 
pleted. Beyond that, however, is 
a past of more struggle than suc- 
cess, a series of big deals that 
didn’t quite come off, a heart- 
breaking recital of instances when 
he climbed near the top of the 


ladder only to have a couple of | 


rungs pulled from under him. 


It is appropriate that one of his 
first hotel engagements since his 
promotion to the big billing—and 
salary—class should be in _ St. 
Louis, since St. Louis was the 
scene of the debut of his on-stage 
character, a forlorn, saggy-kneed 
individual reminiscent of Chaplin, 
Keaton, and all the other laugh- 
able yet pathetic “little men” 
whose funny faces and flexible 
figure keeps audiences in hilarity. 


‘It was at the old Woodlawn 
Theater, “around 1926 or ’27, when 
I'd first started in show business. 
I’d been in a big act, consisting of 
three boys and a girl. You know 
the type—a lot of beautiful scen- 
ery and very little talent. When 
I decided to do a single I copied 
my mannerisms after the late 
Harry Langdon and my first book- 
ing was here. I was booked on a 
disappointment, I believe; some 
other act had failed to show ups 
After that I played every neigh- 
borhood house around here, the 
Granada, when Charlie Schmatt 
was master of ceremonies, the 
Grand-Florissant, a whole lot of 
theaters in Belleville, Mound City, 
and around the East Side. 


One of Sheldon’s principal draw- 
backs in these earlier days was 
the fact that everyone passed him 
off as a good imitation of Harry 
Langdon. On a European tour in 
1930 he managed to develop ideas 
of his own and came back, once 
again convinced that he would

convulse the multitudes. Instead 
he had a six-month layoff, unable 
to get any jobs, and it was not 
until he worked up a new act with 
a girl partner that he managed to 
get with a Fanchon-Marco unit. 
“Then,” he said, “I made the 
mistake of listening to a lot of 
Broadway actors with ideas. They 
told me to do a lot of pieces of 
business that didn’t fit-the guy I 
played at all. That almost ruined 
me until I got smart and decided 
to be myself. In 1935 I went back 
to Europe and this time into the 
West End musical revte—I was 
starred in that. Then I made two 
pictures and was to have made six 
more when war was declared and 
they sent me back:to America and 
I went back to playing vaudeville.” 


His comedy career having been 
chiefly a comedy of errors, Shel- 
don became convinced that he 
was the origiinal hard luck guy, 
and not without justification. 
There was the time for instance 
that he made a short film for Co- 
lumbia studios, which so impressed 
the head of the department that 
he promised him a term contract 
as a reward. But before the film 
was finished the head of the de- 
partment was moved from Colum- 
bia to RKO where he wasn't the 
head of anything. In England, a 
director who made a specialty of 
building up unknowns took an in- 
terest in Sheldon and made big 
plans for him. About four days 
before his first film was to start, 
the director's labor permit ran out 


and while it had always been re- 
newed automatically before it was 
refused this _ time. 

Then there was the movie 
“Show Business,” which Sheldon 
worked on for eight weeks only to 
be cut out because the directors 
decided his bit would “lose the 
story”, an accomplishment which 
would have been all to the good 
according to the general consensus 
on the completed movie.

FTER 16 years of such events, 
A sneia0n finally got two good 

breaks in a row. The first was 
when the producer of the musical 
“Priorities” remembered him from 
the road show of “Folies Bergere” 
and hired him. He clicked solidly 
in this with such competition as 
Low Holtz, Phil Baker, and Willie 
Howard. Then he went into “Take 
a Bow”, a show which took its 
fina] bow in seven days. But again 
something good turned up, this 
time the role of the genii in 
“Where Do We Go From Here?” 
a role which Harpo Marx had 
turned down because it required 
him to speak. 

While Sheldon spoke in both 
the role of the genii and that of 
the seal trainer in “The Dolly 
Sisters”, he thinks pantomime is 
his best medium. 

“IT have done talking comedy,” 
he said, “but this character I now 
play can’t talk. If he opened his 
mouth you wouldn't believe him. 
In fact in the second show I 
sometimes start to sing a song 
and usually you can hear a gasp 
of surprise from the audience.” 


You also hear gasps, we might 
add, at highly realistic bits of 
foolery such as Sheldon’s sewing 
his fingers together and removing 
his eyes. His wonderful facial ex- 
pressions which no mere words 
can describe justly have been ac- 
quired, he insists, from a lifelong 
study of the facial expressions of 
children and dogs, and at his 
home in Columbus, O., he uses 
the children of. his neighbors and 
his own dogs—a wire hair terrier 
and a cocker spaniel—for_ re- 
search. ‘Twice married, Sheldon 
is now married to a former mo- 
tion picture actress while his ex- 
wife, Loretta Fischer, is stil] the 
feminine half of his act,

The windows look like a Christ- 
mas fairyland, full of hundreds 
of glittering luxuries that were 
missing on Chicago's State street 
and Wabash avenue the last time 
I looked there. 

There are electric heaters and 
irons and radios, some bearing 
the brands of American makers,

ican) the pair. Newspaper ad-

IF YOU WANT American cig- 
arettes and are not welcomed at 
American military stores (as un- 
accredited correspondents are not) 
you can buy all you want from 
the glass cases of street vendors, 
They cost $600 China national cur- 
rency per pack—which is about 
40 cents and not too unreasonable, 
considering that similar cigarettes 
in Tokyo black market at $2 per 
package. 

The town is full of furs. There's 
a furrier’s store every other block 
on Szechuan, offering everything 
both ways from Hudson seal. Even 
though prices have been spiraling 
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upward ever since the Americans 
arrived, it is still possible to have 
a coat of Japanese mink made 
for $500 American. Japanese mink 
falls short of the quality of Ca- 
nadian mink, they say, but still 
it’s mink.

The lighter bears 
various trademarks, including one 
called “Shanghai Dunhill.” Actu- 
ally, Alfred Dunhill would prob- 
ably blow his top if he could see 
them, because all of them have 
been patterned after his own ex- 
pensive gadgets but with blithe 
indifference to patent laws. 

Another attraction in the liquor 
stores and delicatessens is gener- 
ous displays of such forgotten 
treasures as Johnny Walker Black 
and Red label, and Haig & Haig 
pinch bottle. It would be well, be- 
fore you spend $22,000 for a bottle, 
however, to remember that Shang- 
hai’s label makers can counterfeit 
any label or tax stamp to perfec- 
tion—even if Shanghai’s distillers 
can't, and consequently get both 
“Johnny Walker” and Old Drag- 
on's Breath out of the same gaso- 
line drum.

T source of speculation to many 
persons.

Such an atti- 
tude of indulgence is the prob- 
able explanation for the publica- 
tion of the diaries of Tschaikow- 
sky. There is no other satisfac- 
tory explanation. These diaries 
have been translated from the 
Rus@an by Wladimir Lakond 
and have been issued in this 
country by W. W. Norton and 
Co., Inc. They have no literary 
or artistic significance and they 
have no value as a description 
of the author’s§ environment. 
They are simply the memoranda 
of an afflicted man and contain 
nothing that might be consid- 
ered a sure hallmark of genius.
